Readers ot this paper may remem-
ber that some months ago we publish-
an account of strange noises at a cer-
tain point of the Central Carolina rail-
road not far from Wilmington. The
railroad experts had vainly tried to
ascertain the cause, but could not.

The Greensboro Patriot has printed
the following in regard to the solving
of the mystery ;

“A section of the Carolina Central
division of the Seaboard Air Line, near
Wilmington, N. C., has attracted much
interest among railroad experts for
some time by reason of peculiar noises
made when trains passed over it. The
section is about six miles long, and the
passage of trains over the ralls was ac-
companied by a squeaking and grind-
ing noise, the cause of which has only
recently been discovered. On saccount
of the mysterious sounds this section
of the track had the reputation of be-
ing haunted among the residents of
that section of the State. Recently
Vice President St. John. of the Sea-
